diet is im portant; regular v isits 
to a dentist arc im portant; but 
most important aUo is the mouth 
hy giene of the daily toothbrush 
drill that y ou do y ourself. 
I know a man, who. sev en y ears 
ago, ex pected to lose ail his teeth 
by this time. Ev ery ' morning when 
lie did his brushing, some blood 
would come from his gums. As a 
conseq uence, he used an old. soft, 
mangy toothbrush that didn’t do 
any - . arm. His dentist took him in 
hand and taught him how to brush 
his teeth with a small and firm 
toothbrush, get into the gum m ar­ 
gin, toughen up the gums, and now 
lie can t make his gums bleed ev en 
with the hardest toothbrush. 


Importance of Toothbrush 


The toothbrush is more impor­ 
tant than the tooth powder, and 
the most important part of the 
toothbrush* is that it should be 
small—small enough to get ev ery 
place in the mouth. The real point 
in proper toothbrushing is a regu­ 
lar order. You should go down the 
teeth as y ou paint a picket fence, 
starting in one side of the upper 
jaw, arui coming clear around in 
from , and then going to the back 
until y ou hav e reached y our start- 
ing point; then same with the 
lower jaw. 
I he bristles of the brush should 
be placed against tho teeth so a* 
to enter all the crev ices where food

Russian and Mediterranean 
fronts. 
This policy, incidentally, was almost 
identical with that expressed in the speech 
of Secretary Knox, namely that Hitler was 
our chief enemy. 
The only trouble with 
Knox was that apparently he did not know

changed— or at least was supposed to have 
been changed. 
Here’s the inside story: 
Only a few 
days after Churchill arrived, the Austral­ 
ians got v ord that the Far Eastern front 
was to be sacrificed, and almost tore the 
British Empire apart.

I AM coming to believe that 
fifty percent of the dentist’s duties 
are to teach people how to brush 
their teeth. There is plenty of field 
for this sort of missionary work 
because not one in five hundred 
people knows how to perform this 
simple act of daily routine. 
It certainly heads the list of the 
factors in mouth hygiene. Proper

diet is im portant; regular visits 
to a dentist arc im portant; but 
most important abo is the mouth 
hygiene of the daily toothbrush 
drill that you do yourself. 
I know * man, who. »even years 
ago. expected to lose ail his teeth 
by this time. Every morning when 
he did his brushing, some blood 
would come from his gums. As a 
consequence, he used an old, soft, 
mangy toothbrush that didn’t do 
any harm. His dentist took him in 
hand and taught him how to brush 
his teeth with a small and firm 
toothbrush, get into the gum m ar­ 
gin, toughen up the gums, and now 
he can’t make his g irns bleed even 
with the hardest toothbrush. 


Importance of Toothbrush 
The toothbrush is more impor­ 
tant than the tooth powder, and 
the most important part of the 
toothbrush, is that it should be 
small—small enough to get every 
place in the mouth. The real point 
in proper toothbrushing is a regu­ 
lar order. You should go down the 
teeth as you paint a picket fence, 
starting in one side of the upper 
jaw, and coming clear around rn 
front, and then going to the back 
until you have reached your start­ 
ing point; then same with the 
lower jaw. 
The bristles of the brush should 
be placed against the teeth so as 
to enter all the crevices where food

Use of the toothbrush: the use 
of two brushes, one in the morn- 
I ing. and one in the evening will 
I permit each to dry thoroughly be-

| prolong the life of each brush. Do 
j not use hot water on a brush; 
J clean with full force of cold water 
j on the brush, forcing out imbedded 
particles. Allow to dry in clean 
open a.r, preferably in sunlight. 
When a brush is new, and weekly’ 
( thereafter, cover wetted bristles 
I heavily with salt, leaving on ovcr- 
i night. A brush should be discarded 
| as anon as it become* soft or 
matted.
